The Bhdrat Mihir, of the 5th October, sums up in an aarticle the 
results of the Afghan war: Not one of the 

scedornangst ine objects for which this war was declared by Lord 
Lytton’s Government has been attained. On the other hand, the settle. 
ment that has beem made is extremely injurious to the interests of India. 
There is no more any talk of placing an Envoy—not even a native one—in 
Cabul. Abdur Rahman, a protegé of Russia, has been made Amir. The 
treaty of Gundamuk is nowhere. The passes are again made over to the 
keeping of the savage tribes. India is a gainer (?) by twenty crores of 
rupees. The finances have reached the lowest point of depression. The 
license-tax bids fair to be a permanent impost, while all reforms have been 
indefinitely postponed. The article concludes by deprecating the policy 
recently urged on the Secretary of State by a certain section of the English 
public for the annexation of Candahar.

2. The same paper remarks, in reference to the provisions of the 
| draft Rent Bill, regarding the enhancement of 
rents, that they are not new, but have been taken 
from the existing law. Certain words, indeed, have been added, though 
the effect has not been to elucidate the text. The addition of the words 
“not merely temporary or casual” to clause III of section 22 has not 
been well advised, and will be a source of constant disputes between 
landlords and tenants. The days of abwabs and illegal cesses have gone by: 
it is only the enhancement of rents and surveying operations that occasion

difficulties at the present time. Government would therefore really confer 
a great benefit upon the classes having an interest in land if it could 
provide a simple procedure for surveying in cases of dispute. 
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
